ROSS  NIELSEN  GAVE  A REPORT  ON  BENT-PROWERS  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
FOR  1992.  THE  MAIN  ONE  WAS  THAT  A 

$2,000  REWARD  WAS  PAID  FOR  REPORTING  A CATTLE  THEFT. 

THE  CASE  WAS  SUCCESSFULLY  PROSECUTED. 

MEL  DEPRA  GAVE  AN  UPDATE  ON  THE  DIVISON  OF  WILDLIFE 
ACTIVITIES.  HE  DISCUSSED  STATE  LANDS  IN  OUR  5 COUNTY  AREA 
THAT  WERE  CHOSEN  BY  DOW  TO  HAVE  RECREATION  RIGHTS.  A NEW 
WILDLIFE  COMMISSIONER  WILL  BE  APPOINTED  BY  THE  GOVERNOR 
SOON.  CORWIN  BROWN  HELPED  EXPLAIN  THE  STATE  LANDS
